Immunizations against both
tetanus and diphtheria will be
given by the County Health De-
partment in its school immuni-
zation program this fall, ac.
cording to Dr. Roy O, Gilbert,
County Health Officer,

Inoculation agalnst the two
diseasps will be given simul-
taneously by the use of a com-
bindd diphtheria-tetanus toxoid,
and will be available. for school
children through the twelfth
year of age, the Health Officer
said,

Parents may bring their pre.
school children and infants to
the County Health Department
Health - Centers for immuniza-
tion against diphtheria, tetanus
and whooping cough, if they are
not able to secure such service
from their family physicians.

|Health Department gave a total
of 207,528 immunizations against
diphtheria, whooping cough and
(smallpox, in the schools and in
its Health Centers,

West Basin, Fossette said yes.

Demands on the water from
the basin during the Jpast few
years have reduced the fresh
water tables to as low as 90
feet below - sea level. Approxi-
mately 50,000 people and many
industrial plants are served
‘fmm this diminishing basin, the
official sald.
